Contact Report — tooting of 6 November 1952 with K-15 



1* On 6 November 1952# the undersigned net K-15 at the Hotel Beiehspost 
in Heidelberg* K-15 net already waiting when 1 arrived at the hotel at approxi- 
mately 1600 hours* The first thing be mentioned wee surprise at the outcome of 
the B*B* election* He did not appear to be greatly pleased with the outcome# 
but at the same time eeid that Eisenhower certainly was an able man who knew 
European problems* K-15 then interrupted the discussion of the election by say- 
ing that it was too bad I had not arrived 10 minutes earlier as X could have met 
K-137 who had just departed* He had discussed# according to his statements, the 
possibility of further investigation of K-221 with K-137 who had originally 
recruited K-221* In ad d i t ion# they had discussed operational problems such as 
training schedules sad other agents known to K-137* (K-137 is K-15's number one 
legman*) 



2* We then ordered dinner and discussed the 0*8* elections* K-15 did 
not renege on his statement that Eisenhower was a capable man, but took the 
occasion to remind me that Eisenhower, in the ayes of mazy Co mans# (according to 
K-15) was still connected with the "Korgant Jurat Plan* and it was Eisenhower ids 
appointed another Merganthsu believer# General McRormy as U*£* military Governor 
la 19h5* (I have never seen K-15 fail to rub in the "ftorganthau Plan idea" when- 
ever he gets the opportunity to ds so*) We then had a long discussion on 
comparison of the American Election System with those of European countries* 
Throughout dinner and during our two tour meeting that followed# K-15 was very 
congenial and very sure of himself* 



3* "Election promises" were brought up by K-15 who mentioned that Eisenhower 
said to would reduce taxes* This seemed to worry him in that it might affect 
American contribution to NATO* At the same time he brought forth a discussion 
of German taxes# with K-15 elaborating on how high taxes were in Germaqy end tow 
high the oost of living was for himself and other persons of the upper middle 
class while the workers had it much better* to said to was in the strata of the 
population who really felt the high cost of living for they still had to maintain 
a certain standard of living* This he said included membership in various groups# 
organisations, etc* belonged to for business and social reasons* Using himself 
as an example he said to is a member of FIVE Veterans organisations — "BUS# 
Selbsthilfe, Ueutsch Alpenjaogersoldate^ Verband and a couple others” (his am
